It la fitting that the review of a 
great section of Paul's life and m in­ 
istry should come at the Christm ae 
season. 
No life outside of that of 
the life of the G roat M aster him self 
over more fully or beautifully ex­ 
pressed the C hristm as spirit than 
did the life of plaint Paul. 
It is In 
one of hts epistles that we have re ­ 
corded the eaying of Jesus not re ­ 
corded elsewhere in any of the as - 
cred w ritings. 
He speaks 
of 
the 
words of the Lord Jesus “how he 
saki It is more blessed to give than 
to reeeiva” 
It was characteristic of Paul that 
these words of Jesus had found a 
central place In his life. 
He found 
all the Joy of the Christian life and 
of the expression of bls C hristian 
faith in giving himself in service for 
Others 
It had become the suprem e 
p an io n of his being to m anifest to ­ 
ward God and toward the world that 
spirit of loving sacrifice that Jesus 
bad manifested toward bim. 
It w as this great fact of C hrist­ 
mas. the coming of Christ into the 
world ss the expression of the free 
and unlim i'ed pra< e of God, that 
dominated all P au ls thinking and 
that became th# motive power lr 
Everything he did 
Even in the o r­ 
dinary' things of life he had no 
thoi'vM of getting 
anything 
for 
himself 
He took pride in m ain­ 
taining his ministry at his own ex­ 
pense. 
He worked with his hands 
as a tentm aker that he might not 
be chargeable unto those to whom 


he preached the gospel, although he 
recognized th at It wee entirely fit­ 
ting that a man who preached the 
gospel and who gave faithful servi :•# 
should have proper provision for his 
maintenance. 
Art of Giving 
In the higher things of life he 
singularly practiced the a rt of giv­ 
ing. 
He used his scholarship and 
his culture for the blessing of his 
fellow men. All that God had given 
him of ability and all that he had 
attained 
through 
education 
and 
training, he utilized for the helping 
and uplifting of lowly men. 
Nowhere in all literature ie there 
a nobler spirit of democracy than 
breathes through the life and work 
of Paul. 
He rejoiced in the po we 
of God to save and help common 
people 
There wa* in him nothing 
of the pride and contem pt of the 
strong for the weak though he was 
a man of Indomitable force of will. 
Nor was there anything of pride 
and the contem pt of a scholar for 
th* ignorant and unlearned. 
All of life In its abilities and en­ 
dowment* had become touched for 
him with tile glory of love and wer- 
I vice. . 
It is these thing* that it is 
i worth while for us to observe in 
Paul at this Christm as season.
